He states, "This is the greatest Italian military airport and the 
second Base in Europe for largeness. It is a Center of several IAF units, amongst which we cite 
the most important ones: Experimental Flight Unit (with 311th Flight Group), 14th Flock (with 
8th and 71st Flight Groups) and 15th CSAR Flock (combat SAR). On the same IAF Base 
stands the National Center of METEOROLOGY and AERONAUTICAL CLIMATOLOGY 
(CNMCA). The weather station of Pratica di Mare is the main reference unit for the IAF
